ONLY FOUR PORTS TO WINDOW 

If you will study ‘the window at 
your side you wil] see that it is com- 
posed of this frame, within which 
is held the sash, and that the sash 
is held in turn by strips of wood 
called “Stops¢) “which are secured to 
the frame. Finally there is the wood. 
en finish about the opening. These 
four’ parts—the frame, the sash, the 
stops and the, finish—make up. the 
whole construction of the window. 
There.are only \four parts, but there 
may be 44 ways to put them, together 
—not all of them good by any. means. 

The stop strips go on in different 
ways to correspond. with the di‘ferent 
ways in whch the sash are intended 
to operate. Some sash swing in, some 
swing out and somv slide up and 
down. They. may be hinged at either 
side, top or bottom. Sometimes they 
are pivoted, though such windows rare 
ly go into homes, Sliding windows 
slide between stops. Hinged windows 
swing against them. The stops are 
thus an important part of the win- 
dow, Hf they are nailed ou, tte ex- 
pense is the least. If they aze fasten. 
ed with scréws that go through brass 
bushings fited into the wood the ex- 
pense is a little greater, but you have 
an adjustable feature. When the stops 
work looze the gash mayafattle and 
the wind leak through. This may be 
overcome by loosening 
and moving the stops up tight against 
the sash. 

USE GOOD Woop 

A window frame can be made of al- 
most any kind of wood, but there arc 
perhaps not more than two varieties 
that will;resist twisung and expan. 
tion and conraction well enough to 
mako them really suitable for. win- 
dow frame ;manufacture.

No matter how a window operates— 
whether it is hinged or hung or plvot- 
ed, it must be made honestly in all 
of its parts, Of course your life is 
not going to be ruined because ot a 
poorly made sash which lets in the 
wintry blast, rattles like castinets, 
or Jets rain down the wall decorations 
of your room, but there js really no 
excuse for a window that it. not 
tight, Even so, it should be movable 
when you want it to be so. You may 
reasonably require that you should 
be able to change its position with- 
out calling in assistance. These things 
are all matters of good workmanship. 
If your specifications and your draw. 
ings call for so many windows, you} 
is furnished. There is a vast differ- 
ence between the best and the poor- 
est.

Hon. George S. Henry, 
of Highways, In a short specch told!

Among other things, Mr. Henry as- 
serted that the tlme had come to 
check up the minor infractions of the 
Highways Act. An example had to be 
made for these minor {nfracttons. 
Nelther had he any sympathy for the 
driver who pleaded that an accident 
ovcurred because he was blinded by 
glaring headlights. It was the duty 
of the driver so blinded to stop until 
the glare was passed. Mr. Henry also 
gave his view of what cons!ituted 
cutting fn. It was not enough, he 
sald, for a.drivor passing another car 
to have a clear view. ahead, but he 
should also be certain he could find 
a cjear space in his own line of traf- 
tic without crowding others.

@ progressive leader, has not indicat- 
ed his desire to enter the presidential 
preference primaries in western agri- 
cultural states, the western sonator- 
fal group expressed unanimity to sup; 
port him in any state in which he 
will consent to have nis name before 
the voters. Other members of the 
group included Senators Frazier and 
Nye of North Dakota, and Brookhart 
of Iowa, 

Although the purpose of the group's 
organization was announced. after a 
conference’ .of the senators, it was 
atated that in connection with a pres. 
idential choice no action had been 
taken and none would be effected un- 
til other western senators arrived in 
Washington and participated in oe 
ther qonferences. 

Declaring that if they made their 
wishes known “‘in a proper way and 
with sufficient force,” the western 
ers’ statement continued, “they will 
be respected and considered by the 
party.”” When castern members of 
congress confer upon problems of 
their section, they are regarded as 
“regular and sometimes as active and 
patriotic,” jt added, but western 
senators and representatives in a 
similar conference seem to be regard. 
a as “irregular, insurgent and radi- 
cal.” 

This view is based on the assump. 
tion, declared the announcement, 
among somo easterners that ‘‘repub- 
lican policies can only originate with. 
in certain “territory and republican 
policies can emanate only from cer- 
tain quarters.” The western. senators 
‘do not desire to intrude unnecessar. 
ily upon this idea,” it added, but 
"feel that a reasonable degree of 
solidarity with reference to western 
interest and problems will help for a 
better understanding.” 

The west has its problems, such as 
agricultural relief, it said, ‘which 
stem more vital to us than they are 
to the east.”

ing and instructive address Dr. Gor- 
don‘said: “Never when I am Invited 
to talk to a school or college do I 
forget the essential fact that they 
wilt-be people who-are going to de- 
termine the future great sotege.< of 
the race. 

“In my day when old boys came 
hack to the school or college in which 
they had grasped their knowledge 
they always gave us advico as to 
what to do, but whether we took it 
or not fs a matter of conjecture.”

NiO JANEIRO, Oct. 26 (C.P.)— Fighting what appeared 
to be a winning battle wth death at least half a'dozen 
today were standing by the Islands of Abrolhos where the If 
alian steamer Principesso Mafalda sank last night, seeking 
trace of two hundred-cr more persons still reported missing. 

RIO JANEIRO, Brazil, Oct. 26 (C.P.) —The luxurious Ital- 
jan steamer Principessa Mafalda, carrying more than a thous- 
and passengers, most of them Italian emigrants to Brazil and 
Argentina, sank last night off the coast of Brazil." Four rescue 
ships standing by all night, picked up at least 720 persons of the 
1,208 stated to have been aboard the stricken vessel while an- 
other estimate placed the number saved at upwards of one thou- * 
;sand. A Brazilian cruiser was today.under orders to ald in 
ithe rescue work while four steamers were at the scene, three 
‘of them known to have rescued hundreds of persons. 

The cause of the disaster was not definitely known but it 
jwes believed the vessel struck the reef: off the Abrolhos Rocks - 
and foundered after the boilers exploded. The French steam- 
er Formose saved 120; the British steamer Empire saved 200 
and the German steamer Athena 400 while the British ship 
Radioleine also faip car in resce work. Shipping ‘circles’ sug- 
gested that thes ip carried 1600 persons but officials of the

Ho stated that 
in his opinion and he advanced leg- 
ul opinion to show that Welbank, 
had a right to take that boat wherer: | 
er hé, found it. His appearance at 


. tho sale and the bidding on {t in no 


way affected his ownership and If he 
wished to securo the boat without 
troublo there was no harm jn him 
making a bid. 

Mr. Donnan argued there was a 
certain color of right but the ques 
tion to decide was whether Welbanks 
Went to tho boat in Brighton with 
xood intentions.
